BLUEPRINTS AND SPECIFICATIONS AVAILABLE 



1. STOCK PLANS: We have, in our files, complete 
plans for a variety of small houses, ranging in size from 
700 to 1200 square feet. These designs include one story, 
story and a half, basementless, one, two and three bed- 
room houses. Our stock plan file does not include apart- 
ments, duplexes, summer cottages or cabins. We do not 
finance or construct homes and none of our designs are 
pre-cut or prefabricated but must be built in the usual 
manner. 

2. PORTFOLIOS OF DESIGNS: Four attractive port- 
folios of small house plans are available at 50c each. 
Portfolios contain 28 plates each, 8" x II". printed in 
black and white, on one side of the paper, and are 
grouped according to type: 

2 Bedroom Houses One story and basement 

3 Bedroom Houses One story and basement 

I '/2 Story Houses. 2 to 4 bedrooms and basement 
Basementless Houses 2 and 3 bedroom houses 

All designs in each portfolio are different and there are 
no duplications. Use order blank. 

3. REVISIONS: All plans are prepared exactly as shown 
in our portfolios and in newspapers. Revised drawings 
incorporating desired changes cannot be furnished, nor 
plans to meet individual requirements. 

4. CHANGES: If a plan meets your requirements in 
general, minor changes can be made as you build. Such 
substitutions as using brick or concrete blocks, adding or 
omitting a fireplace, changing outside dimensions, shifting 
location of doors and windows, can be made without 
revised drawings. 



5. SIZE OF LOT: Local codes set minimum distances 
from house to property line and percentage of lot which 
may be used. Restrictions are sometimes included in 
the deed. F.H.A. requires a minimum of 5' for side 
yards. Width of lot therefore depends on how much 
lawn you want, driveway, location of adjoining houses, etc. 

6. ESTIMATING COSTS: Building costs vary so widely 
and are influenced by so many factors that we purposely 
do not attempt to give an estimate. Obviously such an 
estimate would not apply in all sections and cubical con- 
tents and floor area are therefore given. A lumber 
dealer or contractor can usually apply the local unit price 
to arrive at a fair estimate of cost. 

7. SUBSTITUTING CONCRETE BLOCKS: A great many 
people signify their intention of using concrete blocks or 
brick veneer instead of frame walls, and ask about plans 
to cover the change. Revised plans for such a change 
are not necessary, since the room arrangements and 
interior details are not affected. A frame wall is 6" thick 
and an 8" block wall, with 2" strips for lath and plaster, 
is 10". Therefore, to maintain the original inside measure- 
ments, it is only necessary to add 8" to the overall 
dimensions of the basement, to provide for the increased 
wall thickness. The foundation thickness, and size of foot- 
ings, remain as shown on the plans for a frame wall. 
Masonry window frames are used. Wail sections showing 
8" concrete block wall, 10" double block wall and brick 
veneer are included in the plans, if substitution is desired. 

8. FINANCING: To obtain loan funds apply to your 
bank or local Federal Savings and Loan Association. They 
will require blueprints, costs, location of your project, etc., 
all of which will determine the amount of equity you will 
need, and the size of monthly payments.

All house plans in our files have been carefully worked 
out by experienced designers and we are proud to offer 
them to you. They have been closely studied to provide 
free circulation between rooms, generous closet space 
and efficient kitchens, all without waste or unnecessary 
extravagance. Choose your plan carefully, it is the most 
important single item in building a house. An unusual 
or freak arrangement lowers the re-sale value and often 
is hard to sell. Using standard construction methods and 
materials reduces the costs, and unless you have ex- 
perience in building, it is not economical to try to 
dispense with the services of a good builder. Further 
information may be had about any of the published 
designs upon request. 

BLUEPRINTS AND SPECIFICATIONS . . . 

A set of plans consists of from three to five blueprints, 
18" x 24", specifications and lumber list. Floor plans and 
four elevations are drawn to a scale of W to the foot. 
Larger scale drawings show details of footings, foundation, 
columns, beams, floor and wall construction, eaves, roof, 
cabinets, wardrobes, door and window frames, interior 
trim, fireplace when shown on plan, and miscellaneous 
built-ins. Electric light outlets, switches and receptacles, 
and plumbing fixtures are shown on the floor plans. 
Plumbing and wiring must follow local and state codes 
which vary greatly, and obviously cannot be generalized. 
Heating plans are not included because of the wide 
variety of systems to choose from and conditions imposed 
by local climate. Consult your local heating contractor 
to work out details best suited to your case. 



LUMBER LIST . . . 

A lumber and mill list is included for estimating, giving 
amount and sizes of dimension lumber, shingles, siding, 
insulation, boards, flooring, plaster, etc. It also lists doors 
and windows, casing, baseboard, screens, storm sash, 
frames, etc. 

REVERSED PLANS . . . 

If it is necessary to reverse the plan to suit your lot, one 
set is printed in reverse, or upside down, for staking out 
the house and locating the rooms. The other sets are 
printed as shown for readability of notes and figures. 
There is no charge for the reverse set which is useful only 
for the original staking out.

One set of plans, specifications and lumber 
list at $9.50. 

Additional sets of the same design at $3.50 
each. 

Three sets are usually required to construct a 
house, but the additional sets may be had for 
$3.50 each, at any time following original purchase 
at $9.50. Plans are usually required for ( I ) loans, 
(2) permits, (3) contractor. 
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This plan shows six rooms on one 
floor, and includes three bedrooms and 
a dining room for those who prefer a 
separate room for dining. Living and 
dining rooms may be converted into 
a combination of the two by omitting 
the dividing partition with arch. 

Both front and rear doors enter vesti- 
bules and both have coat closets. Rear 
bedrooms have wardrobe closets and 
the front bedroom has a walk-in closet. 
A linen cabinet is located in the hall. 

Dining space is provided in the kit- 
chen. The refrigerator is near the 
entrance, the sink under the corner 
windows while the stove is located 
nearest the dining areas with a work 
counter on each side. 

The exterior is a colonial type with 
siding, shutters, face brick chimney 
and asphalt shingles.

One of the problems, in a small 
house, is to find sufficient closet and 
storage space. This plan provides a 
total of ten closets, including a storage 
closet for sewing machine, card tables 
and similiar large items. Wardrobe type 
closets, with double doors and over- 
head storage, are used in the bedrooms, 
coat closets in front and rear vesti- 
bules, two closets in the hall and linen 
cabinet in the bathroom. 

One end of the living room forms an 
alcove for dining, but space is also 
provided in the kitchen for a breakfast 
set. The living room has a fireplace, 
with book shelves, and a double glazed 
picture window. 

Plans show frame construction with 
brick veneer, asphalt roof shingles, 
concrete steps, wrought iron rail and 
full basement.

The center bedroom in this plan 
offers several variations without alter- 
ing the general arrangement. The 
partition between the living-bed 
room or an arch can be placed in the 
partition to form a separate dining 
room.

Small and compact, without waste 
space, this interesting and attractive 
house has three bedrooms, combi- 
nation kitchen-dinette and a comfort- 
able living room.

Nine closets feature this compact 
three bedroom colonial cottage. Each 
bedroom has two closets. Coat closets 
are provided for each entrance, and a 
large linen closet in the bedroom hall. 
Bedroom closets have double doors 
and separate doors for the storage space 
above. 

Kitchen cabinets on two walls allow 
space for dining in the kitchen. The 
double compartment sink is under the 
windows, the refrigerator next to the 
rear entrance and the stove at the end 
of the counter.

The sleeping area, consisting of three 
bedrooms and bath, is separated from 
the rest of the house by the front vesti- 
bule from which all rooms can be 
reached without passing through any 
other.

Although there is a full basement 
under the house, a utility or service 
room has been provided for the side 
entrance. This utility room has two 
large closets, one for coats and one for 
housekeeping supplies, with storage 
space above both and from it the kit- 
chen, basement and bedroom hall can 
be reached.

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A rectangular house without pro- 
jections and a gable roof without dor- 
mers is the most economical from a 
construction standpoint.

Closet space in this plan should de- 
light the home-maker whose problem 
it is to find sufficient storage room. In 
addition to the large closets in the bed- 
rooms there are coat closets for both 
entrances, linen closet, and an extra 
closet in the hall.
